Ex-parte Quayle 

1 . Applicant's correction of all formal matters required in the previous office action and 
received by the office on April 12, 2004 is acknowledged. 

Election 

2. Applicant's election of Group I (claims 1-13) without traverse in the response letter 
received on October 3 1 , 2003 is acknowledged. Accordingly, claims 14-23 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-13 and 24-3 1 are allowed. 

2. Claims 1 , 4 and 29 are allowable because the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious a machine-vision system having an optical axis 
comprising a means for selectively directing a light source in a predetermined pattern based on 
its polarization and based on an image of an object obtained, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of the respective claims. 

3. Claims 2-3, 5-13, 24-28 and 30-31 are allowable because they are dependent on 
independent claims 1 , 4 or 29 respectively or an intermediate claim. 

4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
